The Season of 1881. 


The season of 1881, which is nearly over 
has been in many respects quite peculiar. 
History has recorded exceptional seasons 
from time to time since the settlement of 
New England. We have had cold seasons 
notably that of 1816, hot seasons, dry sea- 
sons and wet seasons, and we have had ear- 
ly and late springs, early and late winters, 
and in fact we rarely if ever have two sea- 
sons precisely alike. But we never fail of 
a seed time and of a harvest more or less 
bountiful, and as a rule every adverse sea- 
son has its compensation in some way or 
other. The past season has in some de- 
grve, been one of disappointment. Never 
was it more promising in the spring. The 
snow went off early and in May, vegetation 
of all kinds started and came forward rap- 
idly. Grass in particular gave early prom- 
ise of an abundant harvest. 

But June was an exceptionally cold, dry 
month, and very little progress was made. 
Since then we have had an abundance of 
rain anda very variable temperature. The 
results of the season’s labor upon the 
farm, take one year with another, go to 
show how short and uncertain is our fore- 
sight, and in forecasting, how liable we are 
to make mistakes. The season of 1880 was 
unusually hotsand dry and predictions were 
generally unfavorable; yet we had a boun- 
tiful harvest of almost everything, except 
in certain dry and sandy locations. The 
past season as a whole, has been wet and 
cool and early predictions for the farmer 
were most favorable. These predictions 
have not been verified, and human fore- 
sight is mocked and set at naught as usual. 
But if the hopes of spring have not been 
fully realized, we have little cause of com- 
plaint. We have matured fair crops of al- 
most all kinds and the autumn has been 
highly favorable for ripening. We may be 
obliged to live a little more economically 
than we otherwise would, but want does 
not threaten us and we shall be in tolerable 
condition to enter upon the inclement sea- 
son. The Maine FarMeER which has 
watched the progress of the season with 
great interest, feels to congratulate the 
hardy sons of toil that in this exceptional 
year they are as well offas they are. As- 
tronomers foretold unusual phenomena re- 
sulting from the peculiar situation of the 
heavenly bodies, and their predictions have 
been verified to some extent, but nothing 
serious has happened, nor is likely to hap- 
pen and the year is fast drawing to a close. 

To Preserve Cider. 

We do not recomuiend the use of fer- 
mented cider as a beverage, because it con- 
tains a certain per cent. more or less of al- 
cohol, and is to that extent intoxicating, 
but cider is valuable in various ways when 
properly prepared and kept, and the fol- 
lowing.method will be found as good as 
any. ‘The juice, as it comes from the press 
should be filtered through straw and then 
put into barrels and carried into the cellar, 
and placed upon blocks with the bungs up. 
The bungs should then be removed and fer- 





ace and other impurities will work out 
through the bung holes. As this works 
out, apple juice should be added sufficient 
to keep the barrels full, otherwise the im- 
purities, instead of working out, will rise 
against the top of the barrel and remain 
there. i 


It should be looked after every day and all 
feculant matter removed. When it ceases to 
work and no more matter rises, the bungs 
may be driver in tight. In a few days pro- 
vide clean barrels, into the bung holes of 
which insert a strip of clean cotton cloth, 
about an inch anda half wide and about 
ten inches long, six inches of which have 
been dipped in melted roll brimstone, set 
on fire, driving up the bungs of the empty) 
barrels tight, leaving the end of the cloth 
en which there is no brimstone out of the 
hole, so that the bung will hold it tight. 
Next remove the bung from the empty bar- 
rel end draw off the cider from the full bar- 
rel into it, being carefal not to allow any 
sediment .to come off. Finally, bung up 
this barrel, letting it remain undisturbed 
a few weeks, when the cider may be bot- 
tled at leisure. There are numerous meth-

Kennebec County Fair. 


A Goop SHOW AND a LARGE ATTEND- 
ANCE. INTERESTING SEMI-CENTENNIAL 
PROCEEDINGS. 


There is mo Fair held in the State that 
brings out more enterprising and thrifty 
farmers than that of the old Kennebec So- 
eiety, whose annual exhibitions have for 
many years been held at Readfield Corner. 
In its fifty years of existence, the society 
has done much toward developing the re- 
sources of a section of country which by 
nature is admirably adapted to mixed hus- 
bandry, and the general thrift of these 
towns is largely due to its efforts. In no 
part of the State will you find more or bet- 
ter stock, more or better fruit, more or 
better dairy products or more abundant 
and better field crops. With the natural 
facilities which the farmers in this favored 
locality enjoy added to the industry and 
thrift which has always characterized 
them, itis not strange that their annual 
festivals are successful, but it would be 
very strange if they were not. 

Tuesday the first day of the Fair was as 
usual devoted especially to stock. Sixty 
persons made exhibitions of stock, embrac- 
ing all the breeds common to Maine, Here- 
ford, Shorthorn, Ayrshire, Jersey and their 
grades. There were 230 cattle entered by 
the following persons: Geo.

Tuesday afternoon, an interesting draw- 
ing match occurred, which was participat- 
ed in by ten yokes of oxen. A stone roller, 
weighing rising three tons, was put ona 
drag, and the yokes of cattle, in turn, test- 
ed their strength and discipline in pulling 
the ponderous mass. The distance was 
eight rods, and the teams were allowed six 
rests. S. W. Bishop of Wayne bore off the 
first ribbon, with a pair girthing 6 feet, 
10 inches. Alanson Perry of Winthrop. 
won second prize; his oxen measured 6 
feet, 9 inches. Ichabod Walton of Fayette, 
with a yoke of large oxen, was award- 
ed third prize; and D. H. Thing of Mt. 
Vernon, fourth. 

Mr. Underwood showed his pure bred 
Herefords and there were many fine ani- 
mals representing the Maine State Jerseys. 
Of sheep, swine and poultry, there were 
20 exhibitions. The entries of sheep were 
small, considering the reputation of these 
towns for wool production, but some very 
good animals of the middle wool breeds 


we have nut the space to 
them. Among the traces of corn, we no- 
ticed a trace exhibited by B. F. Maxim of 
Wayne, who it will be remembered has 
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Of manufactured Implements, there were 
12 exhibitors, the largest displays being 
by the North Wayne Edge Tool Company, 
and W. A. Lord, of Readfield. An auto- 
matic gun scare crow which will discharge 
every hour was exhibited by the inventor 
and patentee, H. A. Eaton of Manchester.

We need hardly say that the weather 
Wednesday and Thursday forenoon was 
very cold for the season with high winds 
which kept many people at home and di- 
minished the receipts of the society. Still 
the attendance was good all through and 
on Tuesday and Thursday afternoon it was 
large. Thursday at ten o'clock was the 
time appointed for the literary exercises 
which were held in the open air at the 
grounds. The address was delivered by 
Judge Bean of Readfield, whose ancestors 
came from Gilmanton, N. H., and were 
among the early and most substantial citi- 
zens of the town. Several of the early 
members of the society were present and 
had seats upon the platform. Among 
them was Columbus Fairbanks of Win- 
throp, aged 8§ years. He joined the soci- 
ety in 1819. He waa born in Winthrop in 
1793, and is the oldest person in town who 
was born there. The poem was by R. W. 
Soule, Esq., of Kents’ Hill. Both were in- 
teresting and well received and at theclose 
of the exercises, a vote of thanks was 
passed to each and a request made that 
copies be furnished for publication in the 
MAINE FARMER. 


JUDGE BEAN’s ADDRESS. , 


Mr. President—Members of the Kennebec 
County Agricultural Society—Ladies and 
Gentlemen : 
You are here to-day under auspices pe- 
culiarly favorable. Tothe diligent hand of 
the agriculturalists the earth has ore 
ously responded, and the year has a 
successful one to the manufacturer and me- 
chanic. Since your last annual gathering, 
rosperity, as a rule, has crowned your ef- 
orts, you are surrounded with abun- 
dant evidences of~ the productiveness of 
your farms, and the = success of 
your labers. Not only is the membership 
of your society very fully represented to- 
day, but you are favored with the presence 
of many distinguished friends guests, 
outside your own organization and county, 
who are in pursuits similar to your 
own, and who are in strong sympathy with 
you, in every effort to advance and improve 
the varied interests and departments of la- 
bor represented. Under these circum- 
stances and with these surroundings, in the 
sunshine of a favoring Providence, breath- 
the ‘balmy, exh ng air of this 
splendid autumnal day, you are the repre- 
sentatives of an organization occupying a 
proud and commanding eminence ; an emi- 
nence reached by an onward and upward 
march of more than fifty successive years. 
As one of the oldest agricultural organiza- 
tions in the State, itis no vanity in you to feel 
anhonest pride in your history and position. 
And on this semi-centennial anniversary, 
you have very appropriately determined to 
spend a brief period in reviewing the his- 
tory of your , thereby recalling the 
names and memo and action of those 
who so long and faithfully labored in its 
establishment and growth. Suvh a review 
of the past, with a due consideration of the 
present. may best stimulate and prepare 
for continued successful effort and pro- 
gress in the future. 

In 1818, the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in General Court assembled, pass- 
ed ‘tan act to establish an Agricultural So- 
ciety.in Winthrop,” **for the promotion of 

. the mechanic arts and manu- 
factures.” ‘This act was approved by Gov. 
John Brooks, February 2ist, 1818. The 
corporators named therein were Alexander 
Belcher, Samuel Wood, Peleg Benson, Da- 
vid Foster, Elijah Wood, Charles Harris, 
Dean Howard, Joseph Metcalf, Issacher 
Snell, Nathan Howard, J h ‘Tinkham, 
and Enoch Wood. On July 4th of the same 
year, a society was organized under this 
charter, with a membership of forty-five

Augusta, aged 81. But while these active 
and public spirited men, then engaged in 
os association, and devising plans 
for its future growth and usefulness, have 
nearly all —— they did their work 
wisely and well; their influence and 
example still live, and will live forever 
For no good influence, no good examples, 
are eyer lost. They are immortal. They 
live and are felt to-day in this organization 
which —_ ly represent, and which, 
since 1829, been going onward and up- 
ward in its progress and usefulness. Dur- 
this more than half a century, it has 
every year holden its annual and semi-an- 
nual meetings, had its yearly public ad- 
dress, and is its fiftieth successive an- 
nual cattle show and fair. 
it isa remarkable fact, that a voluntary 
association. the work of the officers. of 
which was for many years entirely, and 
has always been largely gratuitous; the 
eee and expenses of which have not 
offered or paid fer private emolument 
or profit, but for the public good, and 
mainly paid by the voluntary contributions 
of its members, should have done all this 
work, disc all these duties a 
and successfully, all this long period of 
time. It shows, Mr. President, conclusive- 
ly, the quality of the bone, muscle and 
mind of the farmers and citizens of the 


Old Kennebec. 
Prior and up to 1829, the membership 
and action of the “Winthrop Agricultural 


Society” was natarally largely within the 
town of Winthrop. But the efforts of these 
large hearted, public spirited men, there 
enlisted in its interests, begun to attract at- 
tention, and excite action, broader and be- 
yond the borders of the town of its birth 
and name. And in 1832. the Legislature 
provided for a change of the name of the 
society to the **Kennebec County Agricul- 
tural Society.” This act was approved 
March 7, 1832. At the annual meeting that 
year, holden the 7th day of March, after 
reading and accepting the Trustees’ report, 
the first vote entered upon the record is as 
follows: “Voted, To e the name of 
this society to the Kennebec County Agricul- 
tnral Society, so it may conform to a late 
act of the Legislature of this State.” Then 
and there was your society distinctively 
formed and named; formed under the act 
of 1829, and named under that of 1832. 
Immediately after the adoption of the new 
name, the new corporation proceeded to 
elect its officers, and the first officers of the 
Kennebec County Society,as then chosen. 
were as follows: President, Samuel Wood ; 
Vice President, George W. Stanley; Cor- 
responding Secretary, Samuel P. Benson; 
Recording Secretary, Samuel Benjamin; 
Treasurer, Samuel Chandler; Collector, 
William C. Fuller;. Trustees, Samuel P. 
Benson, Elijah Wood, and Nathan Foster. 
George W. Stanley is the only man of 
these still living. 

Originating as a town organization, tak- 
ing the name of Winthrop, managed main- 
ly at the outset by citizens of that locality, 
those men who lived and died veterans in 
the cause of agriculture, and whose names 
afterwards became as ‘familiar as house- 
hold words.” wih the farmers of Kenne- 
bes, its influence has been extended and felt 
throughout the ater | and State. One of 
the first incorporated, and organized, and 
the largest and most continuously and 
successfully maintained, you may well 
have a pride inits history. Naturally, at 
the very meeting when the society took 
upon itself the county name, it assumed 
county membership and proportions. When 
it was christened ‘-Kennebec,” large oum- 
bers were admitted to membership. 

In 1832, its membership in Winthrop em- 

braced the Woods, Bensons, Benjamins. 
Holmes, Howards, Robbins, Keezars, Rich- 
ards, Belchers, Metcalfs, ‘Tinkhams, Carrs, 
Thurstons, Sewalls, Fairbanks, Chandlers, 
Fosters, Packards, Nelsons, Whitings, Mays, 
Wings, Stevens, Marrows, Snells, Smiths, 
Sears, Morrilis, Perkins, Haywards, Harris, 
Whites. Stanleys, Bishops, Newmans, 
Wheelers, Lancasters, Kelleys, Curriers, 
Brainerds, Gliddens and others. Of the 
individuals in that town, then members, 
George W. Stanley, Thurston W. Stevens, 
Zelotes A. Marrow, Nelson Packard, Oaks 
Howard, Erastus W. Kelley, Columbus 
Fairbanks and Alfred Smith are still liv- 
ing.

weight of character and general influence 
than was embraced in the membership of 
this organization. And from the associated 
effort and action of such men you would 
expect nothing less than the laying of a 
foundation, which, wisel 

worthy successors, has given fifty years of 
history to the most successful and leading 
County Agricultural Society in your State. 

Under organization of 1818, the by- 
laws of the Winthrop Society provided 
that the Trustees should ‘-regulate all its 
concerns during the intervals of the meet- 
ing, propose such objects of improvement 
to the attention of the society and the pub- 
lic, publish such communications, and offer 
premiums in such forms and value as they, 
or a major part of them, thought proper.” 
Not until the organization of 1829 was 
there any specific provision for the cattle 
show or fair. The by-laws then adopted 
provided that a ‘‘cattle fair should be held 
each year, under such lations as the 
Trustees should order. When the County 
Society was formed in 1832, another ad- 
vance step was taken, and its by-laws pro- 
vided that a “cattle show, exhibition and 
fair” should be holden each year. Then 
and there were inaugurated the general 
plan and provision for having yearly exhi- 
bitions of stock, manufactures, and me- 
chanical implements. 

The first exhibition of the County So- 
ciety was holden in September of that 
year, and one has been holden every year 
since, until to-day you are celebrating your 
fiftieth annual cattle show, exhibition and 
fair. So for half acentury the farmers, 
manufacturers and mechanics of Kenne- 
bec, their wives, sons and daughters, have 
met nogenes each year in friendly, social 
competition, to discuss and compare the 
merits and demerits, the advanta and 
disadvantages of the varied productions 
and processes of their especial depart- 
ments. And in connection with these an- 
nual exhibitions has been the annual ad- 
dress. For this half century the record 
shows one to have been delivered each 
year. Among the speakers who came 
from the various callings and professions 
in life, there were many of rare attain- 
ment and culture in their particular de- 
partments of action. 

In 1832 Sanford Howard of Hallowell, 
was the cere followed the next year 
by Dr. Ezekiel Holmes of Winthrop: 
Further on came John Neal, F. O. J. 
Smith, Elihu Burritt, Wm. Buckminster 
Sylvester Judd, George H. Dadd, James 
Bates, Zenas Thompson, Sidney Perham, 
Charles F. Allen, Nathaniel T. True, Z. A. 
Gilbert, Samuel L. Boardman, and other 
well known names. These fifty different 
addresses have been delivered by forty- 
four individuals. 

The deliberations of your society for fifty 
have been presided over by nineteen diff-rent 
persons. Samuel Wood of Winthrop, was 
1o% first president. In 1833 and 4 George 

- Stanley presided. He was followed oy 
Nehemiah Pierce, Charles Vaughn, Josep 
H. Underwood, Gustavus A. Benson, Eze- 
kiel Holmes, John Otis and Nathan Fuster. 
This brings us down to°1853. Of these 
presiding officers only George W. Stanley 
is now living. In 1853 Francis Fuller as- 
sumed the gavel. followed by Oaks How- 
ard, H. M. Eaton, E. O. Bean, D. H. Thing, 
Sullivan Kilbreth, J. R. Nelson, J. E. 
Brainerd, and J. P. Carson, Samuel Ben- 
jamin of Winthrop, was your first Record- 
ing Secretary, and for the half century that 
offive has been filled by nine different per- 
sons: Samuel Benjamin, William Noyes, 
Samuel Webb, arcian Seavy, Russell 
Eaton, E. O. Bean, David Cargill, George 
A. Russell and J. B. Low. David Car- 
gill was your recording officer for fifteen 
successive years, from 1855 to 1869 inclu- 
sive. 

Six individuals have served you as Cor- 
responding Secretary. In 1861 this office 
was united with that of Recording Secre- 
tary. Prior to that, Samuel P. Benson, 
William A. Drew and Ezekiel Holmes had 
filled the office for twenty-nin+ years. But 
twenty-five years of this time were cov- 
ered by the services of that distinguished 
ae we th writer and editor, Dr. Ezekiel 
Holmes. 

From 1832 to 1840 inclusive, the meetings 
of the society, and the annual cattle show 
and fair, were holden exclusively in the 
town of Winthrop. In 1841-23 the 
show and fair was in Readfield; in 1844 in 
Augusta ; in 1845 at Hallowell Cross Roads ; 
in 1846 in Vassalboro; in 1847-8-9 at Hal- 
lowell Cross Roads; in 1850-1-2-3 in Read- 
field; and in 1854-5 in Wayne. Since that 

ear the society meetings and exhibitions 
en been in Readfield. So that for fifty 
years under your present name and or- 

tion your annual show and fair has 

holden one year in Vassalboro, one 
in a gem two in Wayne, four in Hal- 
lowell, nine in Winthrop, and thirty-three 
in Readfield. 

From 1840 down to 1856, during a period 
of fifteen years, the question of location was 
agitated, and strong efforts were made to 
locate the society permanently in some one 
of the different towns above named; or for 
a longer or shorter period in each town. 
This latter plan, after a few years of mi- 
gratory experience, was found to be im- 
practicable. In the growth of the society, 
and in the necessity for raising funds for 
payment of its current expenses, it was 
found absolutely necessary to have an en- 
its control, with a 
track for the exhibition of horses and 
neat stock, and buildings and other fixtures 
for its accommodation and use at its annual 
exhibition. This being settled, the practi- 
cal good sense and zeal of your member- 
eve hehe ene local interests and feeling, 

a permanent location was determined 
n. But this was not until after many so- 
ciety meet had been holden at various 
laces, much discussion had, and some 
eeling engendered. The location was final- 
ly settled thi a committee consisting 
m each town within the 
limits of the society. Ata meeting holden 
May 17, 1856, this committee reported in 
favor of Keadfield; their report was adopt- 
ed, and a location made for ten years. 

At the annual meeting in 1866, this loca- 
tion was, with a good de of unanimity, 
extended to 1876; and ce that time, b 
the action of the Trustees, under the di- 
rection of the society, the lease of these 
extended to 1888.

Thus running hastily thro fifty years 
of your organized life, recalling many of 
names of those early active in the 
work of your society, it may be proper to 
enquire what did these men and their as- 
sociates and successors do to advance the 
cause in which they were engaged? What 
were their methods of work, and what 
were and are some of the fruits of their 
action? As to their ori and particular 
mode of work let their records tell the 
story. These show at the very outset that 
they raised money and purchased many 
seeds and seed grains for distribution and 
use throughout the county; that they sub- 
scribed for and purchased various agri- 
cultural books and papers for circulation ; 
that practical questions in Agriculture, 

ics and manufacturing were sub- 
mitted to committees for examination, to 
be reported upon to the society, then to 
be discussed, and the results and conclu- 
sions adopted to be published and circu- 
lated for public information and benefit. 

That they, at different times, purchased 
and introduced blooded animals for the 
improvement of the stock of the county. 
And last, but not least, that every year 
they held their exhibitions to compare 
stock farm and dairy products. manufac- 
tured articles and mechanical and farm 
implements, to see what progress had been 
made, and to enquire what further im- 
provements could be reached. 

Excited and stimulated by the early ex- 
ample of your society, other county so- 
cieties were formed, so that each county 
in the State had one,and many of them 
several agricultural associations. Out of 
this organized county work came your 
State Agricultural Society, incorporated in 
1855, and your Board of Agriculture pro- 
vided for by the legislature of 1856. 

Reports of committees come now in abun- 
dance, not from “tasks assigned,” in the 
language of your old records, but from the 
numerous examining judges, reporting at 
your exhibitions, under the conditions and 
requirements of law. These reports, on 
the various productions and processes ex- 
amined, through _— county and State so- 
cieties, and your Board of Agriculture, are 
now largely published and circulated in 
book form, by the State. They are now 
also more fully printed, widely distributed, 
and generally read than ever before, 
through the columns of the ably con- 
ducted and growing agricultural papers 
published in Kennebec. 

These are a few of the many results fol- 
lowing the small beginnings and large la- 
bors of the men referred to, and to which 
you and your society may well claim to 
have largely contributed. But the most 
tangible and convincing evidence of pro- 
gress and improvement will be afforded by 
actual comparison, so far as ssible, of 
the agricultural implements and tools, and 
other productions of to-day, with those of 
fifty years ago. Look at your mowers and 
threshers, your rakes and forks and ted- 
ders, your plows, harrows, cultivators and 
seedsowers, and other implements, appli- 
ances and labor-saving machines of te-day, 
side by side with those in use fifty years 

o You wonder now that men could 
have done their work at all, with such im- 
plements and contrivances. ‘ake the best 
farmer you know and put him upon the 
best farm in your county, and give him 
those old tools and implements, and tell 
him he must dohis work with them, and 
he would abandon the whole thing in dis- 


gust, and not much to be blamed, either.) Wouds 


And yet these were the best the county 
then afforded. Look at your dairy produc- 
tions, your compact, fine grained, golden 
butter, and your rich mellow cheese. The 
white, streaked, rancid butter, and the 
white oak cheese of fifty years ago, would 
make a poor showing beside your exhibits 
of to-day. I dv not mean to say that some 
good butter and cheese were not made in 
the county of Kennebec fifty years ago, 
but the good articles were the exception 
then, while now they are the rule. This 
all comes in this particular department, 
from better cows, better feeding, and bet- 
ter understanding the chemical conditions 
and combinations necessary for a perfect 
result. 

Look at your farm, garden and orchard 
productions. In farm and garden vegeta- 
bles the comparison would be most striking, 
in the increased variety and perfection of 
growth. And it would be still more so in 

our apples, pears, grapes and plums. By 
Jadicions planting and engrafting, generous 
and systematic feeding and culture, the va- 
riety and quality of your fruit has been 
wonderfully incre and improved, so 
that your apples to-day command the high- 
est prices inthe best markets of the world. 
In your stock department, look at your 
fleet, symmetrical horses, your compact, 
sturdy oxen, your clean limbed, docile 
cows, your well formed and well fed shee 
and swine. Compared with them, the ill- 
formed scrubs and runts of fifty years ago 
would afford a most sorry contrast. If it 
were possible to place them side by side 
to-day they would afford the most convincing 
proof of the great progress that has been 
made. And how has this great change in 
these animals been effected? By intelligent 
breeding, intelligent feeding and care. 
Good feeding and kind treatment make 
blooded stock. 

Look out over the county, and take a 
view of your neat, commodious farm 
houses, your convenient and comfortable 
stables and outbuild , planted upon the 
hillsides and in the valleys all about you, 
with their beautiful surroundings of tree 
and shrub, and fruit and flower. Within 
these farmhouses, you find not only com- 
fort and convenience, but the same evi- 
dences of culture, refinement and taste; of 
well ordered households and py homes. 
Within these stables and outbuildings are 
all those comfortable and convenient ar- 
rangements, which with good care and 
kind treatment so much contribute to the 
growth and symmetry of the beautiful ani- 
mals which have your show 
grounds. How was it fifty years ? Such 
farm establishments and sur: were 
then the exception, now they are the rule. 
Then you would find scattered all through 
your towns, houses that mever saw paint, 
inside or out, with broken windows and un- 
finished rooms; with no surroundings of 
tree or shrub or flower; with dilapidated 
fences, and yards filled with 
offensive weeds; with barns and outbuild- 





in any calling or profession under heaven. 
Give no further counter: ance to the idea 
that book farming is a failure, that educa- 
tion—liberal education—is not as essential 
to the farmer and mechanic as to any life 
uit. Schools and colleges are estab- 
ished thro out the State for the general 
education of the people. You give them 
liberal support. This is well. There are 
special institutions for training and prepar- 
ation in the so called learned professions. 
of divinity, medicine and law. You have 
cheerfully aided in all these. Now you have 
an institution established for special educa- 
tion in your particular pursuits. It is desig- 
ned to graduate *‘matters in agriculture and 
the mechanic arts.” Your State College of 
seas and the Mechanic Arts is es- 
tablished for special training. special 
courses of study, experiments and practice 
in agriculture and mechanics. These are 
as needful to and as promotive of, your 
highest and best success and progress, as 
are special education and training in other 
callings and professions. Never fear that 
this liberal course of study will make your 
sons less in love with agricultural and me- 
chanical pursuits. And as this college 
is your institution specially, I exhort you 
to sustainit by your patronage and influence, 
your advocacy and liberal support. Do 
not, I pray. let the words of Paul to Timo- 
thy apply to you, where he says, “If any 
provide not for his own, and specially for 
those of his own house, he hath denied the 
faith, and is worse than an infidel.”
